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Twin Principles 

It is a wholesome development that so 
many persons are deéploring the injection of 
the religious issue into politics. Senator 
Kennedy, a Catholic, and Senator Humphrey, 
a Protestant, who are engaged in a presiden- 
tial primary fight in West Virginia, both have 
appealed to Americans to cast their votes 
without regard to the religious affiliation of 
any candidate. They made their position clear 
in speeches before the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors in Washington. » 

Nevertheless, as the campaign proceeds, it 
grows increasingly clear that exhortations 
alone will not subdue the prejudice and un- 
reason that unfortunately exist. Continuous 
effort will be required to maintain in good 
repair the twin principles of our Constitution, 
separation of church and state, and no re- 
ligious test for public office. 

Members of the Roman Catholic church, 
we believe, can make an important contribu- 
tion to this effort by abandoning attempts to 
obtain public tax support for church schools. 
So long as some Catholics push for such tax 
support, and oppose federal aid to education 
unless it includes aid for private and parochial 
schools, the bigots will be encouraged to fan 
the flames of prejudice. 

There cannot be any real question that 
payment of tax funds directly or indirectly 
to support private church schools would vio- 
late the principle of separation between 
church and state. Senator Kennedy, to his 
credit, has said so. You cannot support the 
schools of a particular religious denomina- 
tion without supporting that religion; and 
the denial of public support for particular 
religions is a bedrock fundamental of our 
constitutional system. 

Why is it a bedrock fundamental? With 
profound political insight, the framers of our 
Constitution, taking into account centuries of 
religious wars and conflict, recognized that 
there is something fundamentally unjust 
about taxing one man to support another 
man’s religion. They-knew that to ignore this 
injustice by permitting any form of religious 
establishment would arouse deep civil bit- 
terness and unleash the ugliest bigotry. They 
rightly and wisely decided that the best way 
to guarantee freedom of all religion is to 
deny public tax support to any religion. And 
that means denying tax support to any re- 
ligious schools. 

Of course one can sympathize with those 
families which, out of deep religious faith, 
find themselves sharing the support of a 
church school system as well as that of a 
public school system. But it is their choice. 
Their economic sacrifice is not to be com- 
pared with the sacrifices of . constitutional 
principle and justice that would be de- 
manded of the whole nation under any other 
arrangement. 

Public schools are a fundamental of democ- 
racy. To preserve their public character they 
must be divorced from religious control or 
orientation, and supported by the whole pub- 
lic irrespective of faith. If certain parts of 
the public choose to support their own pri- 
vate schools also, that is their privilege. But 
they canhot fairly ask that the whole public 
pay any part of the bill for an edueational. 
system which is devoted, not to the broad, 
general purposes of democracy, but to the 
special religious purposes.of a particular de- 
nomination. 

The church-state separation question is 
sometimes, in our view, falsely raised. Thus 
we have supported the right of St. Louis 
University to participate in urban redevelop- 
ment on exactly the same terms as any other 
property owner. To deny that right, we think, 
would be religious discrimination—and. dis- 
crimination against a particular religion is 
just as repugnant to American constitutional 
principles as official support of a particular 
religion. 

But there is a real church-state issue in 
proposals te finance church schools out of 
public funds. The only way to keep the sep- 
aration of church and state intact is to re- 
serve public funds for public schools. And 
unless we preserve the separation of church 
and state, it will be impossible to preserve 
the twin principle of no religious test for 
public office. ; 


An Interim College 

The University of Missouri now intends to 
operate a residence centér offering accredited 
freshman courses this fall in Normandy. The 
Normandy scliool board wil) supply the Belle- 
rive Country Club grounds for a campus and 
faculty salaries will be paid from tuition fees. 
Normandy Superintendent Ward Barnes re- 
peats that this plan is an interim arrange- 
ment, pending establishment of an area junior 
college. Such a college was proposed by the 
Committee on Higher Educaional Needs and 
the future certainly will require it. Mean- 
while Normandy is showing what can be done, 
even on a small scale, to educate youth be- 
yond the high school. 


Law in the Milk Price Wars 

Milk price wars in neighboring Illinois, and 
in Michigan, Kansas and Kentucky, are pro- 
voking legislation in Congress to protect in- 
dependent dairies from being run out of 
business. Stories of milk selling as low as 10 
cents a half-gallon in East St. Louis have 
been reported to the House Subcommittee 
on Small Business Problems in the Dairy 
Industry. The trade publication Dairy Record 
has gone so far as to say that “if permitted, 
this canker will result in the liquidation of 
many of our independent dairy concerns.” 

We think Representative Tom. Steed of 
Oklahoma, chairman of the subcommittee, 
has a good idea in his bill to enable the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission to issue temporary 
cease-and-desist orders pending litigation in- 
stead of having to wait on a final settlement 
before it can step an offense. But we are 
doubtful about Representative Wright Pat- 
man’s bill to prohibit ‘sales below cost. Mis- 
souri enacted such a law last»year, which we 
thought a wrong means to a right end. It 
has not been without its effectiveness, but 
price control is hardly a first resort, resting 
as it eventually must on a large bureaucracy 
to enforce it, and having as its corollary the 
control of profits. ee 

It would be more encouraging to see meas- 
ures taken in hand to revive. the Robinson- 
Patman Act of 1936. That act outlawed price 
discriminations aimed at killing off waar 
tition. A, decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court two years ago held that, private 
individuals may not swe under the act. 
the De of Justice has never done so 
and gives no sign of intending to, the Robin- 
son-Patman Act has in effect been repealed.

County Zoning Problem 

We see no merit in County Council Chair- 
man Abramson’s proposal! to strip the Council 
of authority in zoning matters, Even if it 
were legal, which is most doubtful, the idea 
is undesirable. For it would place what is 
essentially a. policy-making function in the 
hands of an appointive body far removed 
from the people and not directly accountable 
to them at the polls. 

Mr. Abramson’s proposal represents a re 
action to disclosures that a bipartisan ma- 


jority of the Council, including the chairman _ 


and with the consent of Supervisor 


has been overruling the recommendations of  _ 


the County Planning Commission. This has 
been done not for cause, but merely to give 


each Councilman his own way in his district; 


that is, for private reasons. The Council’s 
trouble with zoning grows from its abuse of 
the legislative process, not from the posses- 
sion of power. If the Councilmen used their 
power as‘ it should be used there would be 
no problems. 

Mr. Abramson wants to “take the pressure 
off Council members” in connection with 
zoning matters. As former President Truman 


said, “If you can’t stand the heat, get out of 


the kitchen.” A better way of reducing pres- 
sures is for the Councilmen to accept the rec- 
ommendations of the Planning Commission 
except when there is proof they are faulty. 
There may be such proof occasionally, but 
not 29 times out of 29 which is the record of 
Mr. Abramson and four of his colleagues. 

As an example of leadership, Mr. Abram- 
son ought to withdraw his Bill No. 22, which 
would spot-zone a small tract near Graeler 
Park contrary to the recommendation of 
the Planning Commission and to the detri- 
ment of the ‘county’s over-all need for sub- 
stantial economic growth. The evidence 
against this measure is overwhelming, but 
Mr. Abramson has insisted on holding it on 
the Council’s order of business week after 
week. 

If he wants to take zoning out of politics 
and if he wants to take pressures off the 
Council in cases of this kind, then he can 
prove it by following the considered recom- 
mendations of the Planning Commission and 
killing his own zoning bill. That would be 
effective proof that he means what he says. 


The Mystery of the Electra 


Senator Symington’s defense of the Federal 
Aviation Agency in its refusal to ground the 
Electra airliner makes two major points that 
highlight the entire case. Mr. Symington con- 
cedes that he does not know whether the 
FAA made the right decision. At the same 
time he cites the good record of Elwood R. 
Quesada, the FAA chief, and says, ‘I do know 
it is up to the FAA to make the decision.” 

This makes it quite clear that the Senator, 
who once was Secretary of the Air Ferce, has 
trust in the ability, judgment and integrity of 
the FAA. .On the other hand, Senator Hartke 
assailed Quesada and urged a Senate invésti- 
gation of the FAA’s refusal to go along with 
the Civil Aeronautics Board's recommenda- 
tion that all uninspected Electras be grounded. 

Thus far the evidence disclosed in inquiries 
into the September and March Electra crashes 
points to no absolute factors. Lockheed Air- 
craft Corporation, makers of Electra, is sub- 
mitting models to tests and research as ex- 
haustive as those which Britain employed in 
1956 when it discovered that metal fatigue 
had caused two of its Comets to explode in 
mid-air. -The. FAA, CAB, flight engineers’ 
and pilots’ unions and several other inter- 
ested groups have co-operated in the Lock- 
heed inquiries. 

It is relatively easy to make the decision to 
ground an airliner when evidence of a defect 
is clear-cut. Even though it cost the com- 
panies concérned millions of dollars, there 
was no outcry over such action in 1946 and 
1948 when the facts were revealed concern- 
ing flaws in three major airliners. In these 
cases there were ample cléws pointing to a 
definite pattern. | 

As the Electra case now stands, the FAA 
is the final authority and bears final respon- 
sibility. It has weighed the evidence and 
acted on it even as it presses the search for 
new clues.. There jis no evidence yet that 
would justify the layman in saying that the 
FAA is clearly mistaken and should have 
taken other steps. ) m

The 70-member commission 
has recommended that the Cen- 
tral Jurisdiction be kept un- 
changed, and vigorous opposition 
to its report has appeared. The 
Methodist Church has officially 
condemned all forms of discrim- 
ination as ‘“‘unfair and un-chris- 
tian.”’ 

On the other hand, some un- 
official Southern groups in the 
church oppose the commission's 
report, even though it retains 
the Negro jurisdiction. They 
charge that some of the recom- 
mendations, if adopted, would 
tend to weaken the powers of 
the jurisdiction.

Casement windows come 
with wood or metal frames and 
they have certain advantages as 
well as disadvantages over the 
double-hung window. 


The main trouble with case- 
ment windows occurs in the ad- 
juster or rotary opener which is 
used so that the window sash 
can be swung to the desired 
position and will remain there. 
These adjusters are usually 
mounted on the window sill and 
consist of a crank which is con- 
nected by gears to an arm which 
fits into a side mounted on the 
bottom or side of the sash. 


When the crank is turned, the 
metal arm moves along the slide 
and moves the sash accordingly.
